I. Call to Order and Announcements
Meeting started at 10:00am.

Co-chairs Laura Francis, First Selectman, Town of Durham and Ben Florsheim, Mayor, City of
Middletown provided welcoming remarks, introductions, housekeeping rules and an overview of the
Increase Recycling Working Group as part of the CCSMM initiative process.

Il. Committee Reports

The chairs noted the CCSMM Environmental Justice meeting presentation on October 28, 2020. They

also shared the results from the poll taken at the previous Increase Recycling Working Group meeting on
October 27, 2020. The poll asked attendees “What topics should we cover at the next Increase Recycling
Working Group meeting?” and “Source-separating glass (increasing quality/ value)” was the top answer.

Based on received public comments and the poll, a panel composed of the following representatives
presented on measures to improve the quality of recovered materials, developing and supporting recycling
end-markets (for glass and building materials) and construction and demolition debris:

Eric Forbes, Director, Solid Waste Management Program, Fairfax County, Virginia presented on
Managing, Processing, and Utilizing Glass Locally

Sherill Baldwin, Environmental Analyst, Sustainable Materials Management, CT DEEP presented on
Building Deconstruction: The Value of Reuse

Stephanie Phillips, Senior Historic Preservation Specialist, Office of Historic Preservation, San Antonio,
Texas presented on San Antonio’s Deconstruction and Salvage Initiative

I1l. Roundtable

There was opportunity for Q&A of the panelists. The working group discussed source-separated glass
feedstocks and contracts, tipping fees, contamination, operating costs, initial funding requirements,
machinery footprint/ energy needs, uses for glass/ markets, necessary education for residents and drop off
sites for additional materials like metals and cardboard.



Other questions focused on comparing deconstruction and demolition costs, time considerations and job
creation opportunities. Members also discussed incentives for deconstruction and materials that defy
reclamation.

Members were interested in statewide initiatives as well as opportunities for regional work through
country structures or COGs.

Other discussion included next steps, including upcoming meeting dates and the following intended
upcoming meeting topics: Municipal Transfer Station General Permits, Satellite Sites; Pros and Cons of
Waste Authorities and How to Create One; and Recycling and Waste Contracts.

Myra Klockenbrink, Greenwich asked about energy requirements/ emission rates for glass processing.

Mike Ewall, Energy Justice Nework asked if the glass or other material that cannot be marketed once it
hits the MRF in Virginia is actually going to a landfill, or if it is being burned at the Covanta Fairfax
incinerator, which he noted as the largest air polluter in the DC region and 3rd largest incinerator in the
U.S. Mike Ewall also asked if there are any estimates on what percentage of discarded glass is still being
put out with curbside recycling vs. being dropped off at glass drop-off vs. being put in trash cans to burn
at Covanta.
